Both exports and foreign dlrect investment have been Important to Alaska for more than six 
decades. Companies headquartered in Japan, Canada and Euro p e have invested signiflcantly in the 
state's natural resources. 

High world market prices increased the value of Alaska's zinc and tead ore exports by 8.5 percent 
to $1.2 billlon In 2007, another record for the state. Hlgh zinc prices have more than doubled the 
value of Alaska's ore exports in the past three years and made it the state's second largest export 
in value after seafood. Alaska accounts for more than three-fourths of all U.S. zinc production. 
Red Dog Mine, in northwest Alaska, is the world 's largest zinc mine. Canada was Alaska's largest 
ore market in 2007 followed by Korea, China, Japan, Spain, Flnland, Belgium, Germany, and Italy. 

The value of Alaska's 2007 energy exports - primarily jet fuel, LNG, and coal - decreased 10.6 
percent to $232 milllon. The value of refined petroleum products - mostly jet fuel - rose 41 
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percent to $131 million. Jet fuel was exported to Chlna, Canada, Taiwan and Korea. Alaska's LNG 
exports to Japan were $94 million in 2007, down 39.7 percent. Governor Palin announced an 
agreement on January 3, 2008, between the State of Alaska and oil industry officials that will help 
ensure energy supplies and security for Alaska while supporting the requested two-year extension 
of the federal export license for the LNG plant on the Kenai Peninsula. 

The value of Alaska's 2007 coal export was close to $5 million, and the coal was exported to Chile. 
Thls is the third year for coal exports to Chile. 

The higher price of gold in 2007 and an increase in export volume resulted in a 20.3 percent 
increase to $132 million for Alaska's 2007 export of precious metals. Switzerland is the major 
market for Alaska's gold exports. 

Constraints on Cook Inlet natural gas availability led to the closure of Agrium's major fertllizer 
piant in Kenai in December 2007. Before the closure, the plant exported $92 miilion worth of 
fertilizer in 2007 to Korea, Mexico, and Chile. 

In 2007, the value of Alaska's annual seafood exports was the second highest ever at $1.98 billion, 
a 1.9 percent decrease from the p re v io u s year. Alaska seafood exports to Japan, stlll the state's 
largest seafood export market, decreased 18.9 percent to $588 million, while exports to China 
increased 27.1 percent to $411 million. Exports to Korea decreased 14 percent to $306 million. 
The ratio of total value to total volume for seafood exports increased In 2007 over 2006. 

The relatlvely large increase In seafood export to Chlna is due to the country's growing role in 
reprocessing for re-export. Alaska seafood Is also available in the retail market in more than a 
dozen cities in China. The Alaska Seafood Marketing Institute has marketlng representatives based 
in Japan, China and the European Union - all markets that have generated significant Increases In 
the state's seafood exports In the past decade. Since the beglnning of the decade, the value of the 
state's seafood exports has neariy doubled. Improvements In processing technology and quality 
assurance, an increase in the number of product forms, and strong promotional efforts by the State 
of Alaska have increased the value of the harvest. 

n We are continulng to push hard both at home and in International markets so we can receive the 
highest possible value for our great flsh," Governor Paiin sald. "We are educating key markets 
about our strong commitment to managing flsherles well and to produclng the best seafood 
possible. As our state's constltutlon dictates, we are committed to sustainability of our precious 
fisheries." 

The state's 2007 seafood exports to Europe accounted for neariy one quarter of the value of 
Alaska's seafood exports. Ten years ago, European markets accounted for less than 6 percent. 
The increased demand in Europe for Alaska seafood Es linked to the value those markets place on 
healthy eating, food traceablllty, sustainability of fisheries and the strength of the Euro. 

The value of Alaska's 2007 export of forest products was $86 million, down 23.1 percent. The 
majority of exports are to Japan, Korea, and Chlna. The decline in Alaska's forest products exports 
reflects the fact that resources on most privately held lands are reaching the end of thelr first 
rotation. Addltlonally, changes in management direction of natlonal forest lands have reduced 
available inventory at the same time that competitlon In world markets for some segments of the 
forest products industry Is strong.

Governor making the right call on supplemental budget 

Published Wednesday, March 19, 2008 

A budget can be a dynamic beast, sometimes bom of little more than a hazy crystal ball 
and a heap of educated guesses that metamorphose into sometimes frightening forms 
through a fiscal year. 

But the beast should at least have recognizable parts — an operating budget, a capital 
budget, a supplemental budget. Some emergency reserves are part of the picture, too. 
When Gov. Sarah Palin insists that $70 million in capital projects that she vetoed last 
summer not be shifted to last year's supplemental budget, she is on solid footing. She 
said putting the items in the supplemental is simply inappropriate. Alaskans will see the 
logic in her stance. 

Still, the state House voted unanimously Monday and 38-1 on Tuesday to pass the 
supplemental budget with the $70 million in projects included. 

The Senate agreed on Tuesday, passing the supplemental budget 15-5. The bill now goes 
to the governor for her signature — and quite possibly some line-item vetoes. Lawmakers 
can try to override the vetoes, or they could try to put these items back in the 2009 capital 
budget. 

With a near-unanimous vote for the supplemental budget in the House, it appears that 
going the veto-override route may be tempting to legislators. 

Indeed, the supplemental budget manages billions of dollars. There are factors in that bill 

that are extraordinarily positive. It is a popular one overall. 

And, admittedly, there are some items among that $70 million for Fairbanks that we 

would like to see in the state's budget. Our delegation does need local support for these 

things, which include improvements to the J.P. Jones Community Development Center 

and reconstruction of the Tanana Valley Sportsmen's Association building, among other 

projects. 

But backtracking to insert these vetoed items into a supplemental budget, however 
popular, doesn't fit the purpose of a supplemental budget These expenses, though small 
in relation to the total package, are hangers-on to what is otherwise good legisiation. The 
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problem is that they do not have to be there and, in fact, there is a better and more logical place 
for them. 

It may be feasible in the politics of the moment to insert $70 million in the supplemental budget, 

but the public understands what is a capital budget item and where those expenses should be 

logged; a capital expense is a capital expense. 

Legislators should fight to put the items into the 2009 capital budget 

If they lose that struggle, at least they were fighting the right fight. 
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
